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That Texas Ruling, Top Rookies, $$$$$ 


‘THANKS TO southern friends we have some interesting detail 
on the recent decision by a Texas judge knocking out the state law 
which barred mixed fights. * 

Judge Robert G. Tushés of the Appellate Court at Austin made 
the decision, ruling for. the plaintiff, a San Antonio Negro boxer 
named J. H. Harvey who charged that the ban deprived him of 


equal rights to earn a living. 

Hughes rebuked the state's plies contention that the Z0 year 
old jimcrow law: was enacted to “prevent racial disturbances.” He 
said there was no evidence whatsoever that mixed bouts would 
cause race riots or disorders. 

The defendant in boxer Harvey $ courageous suit, State Labor 
Commissioner M. B. Morgan, is appealing to the Texas Supreme 
Court for a reversal ofthe Hughes ruling, so the fight is not’ over. 

The original trial, held before Austin district judge Jack 
Roberts, ruled for the segregation law, holding that pred eo 
boxing. was within. the states police power. Hughes now orders 
Roberts to retry the case consistent with. the ap ool ruling, which 
means a victory for the fight against isan 

Here are excerpts from Hughes ruling: 

“The evidence is undisputahle that Negro and white profes- 
sional players have engaged in the same baseball, basketball and 
football contests in Texas and that no disturb due to such 
mixed contests ever occurred.” 

Hughes also ruled “It is also undisputed that.stnateur Negroes 
and whites have lawfully engaged in mixed sporting events, in- 
cludin boxin g, in Texas without racial incidents.” — 

The jud udge also made the. point that nets 
unable to fn oien state boxing champions the law, and said: 

“If Negroes and whites could fight 2. adh other there is evidence 
to the effect-that Negroes could match more and ‘better fights and 
eara. more money.” 

It is interesting to note that Harvey's lawyer was state Rep- 
resentative Maury Maverick Jr., son of the late New Deal Congress- 
man of San Antonio. 

Lending important weight to Harvey’s suit were two Texas 
sports columnists, Harold Schweritz of the San Antonio Light and 
Dick Peebles of the San Antonio Express, who testified they had 
never witnessed any “racial disturbances” from mixed athletic 
contests. 

It is to be doubted that the State Labor Commissioner is going 
to be able to get the jimcrow law back on the books. Sports de- 
mocracy, at least, has jimcrow on the run in Texas. A reversal of 
Hughes ruling now would collide head on with something that is 
accépted and hailed increasingly by the minont of sports fans 
of the state. 

Just a week Sona last Saturday Penn State. played ‘Texas 
Christian in Fort Worth and it was no special news story although 
Penn State has at least two Negro players_I know of, star halfback 
Lenny Moore and star tackle Roosevelt Greer. There was a national 
AAU track meet in San Antonio several years ago after a bitter and 
unsuccessful fight by jimcrowers to pie it, and of course, two 
years ago jimcrow was smashed in the Texas baseball league when
